DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Note that examiner receives only one page of the priority document. Applicant is 
required to submit a complete copy of the priority document. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the color fields being different from 
each other, all of the shapes square, round, triangular must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

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4. It is unclear figures 3-6 show different embodiments of bags or just one bag with 
different configurations. The specification fails to set any light onto the matter. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patents cited. 

The claim must be in one sentence form only. Note the examples from the cited 
references. 

The parenthesis must be deleted along with the wordings inside. 

The "bags with four colors" is confusing. There is only one bag as shown. 

The two recitations "one or more flat pockets which can be opened by a zipper" is 
confusing. The disclosure plurality of pockets having a plurality of zippers for each pocket. 

The "4 in 1 bag" renders the claimed subject matter confusing and must be deleted. 

The recitation "four color and functional combinations" is confusing. It is unclear what 
is a "functional combination". 

Applicant to correct all remaining indefinite errors. Applicant is noted that each element 
being claimed must have proper antecedent basis. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable Nagel (2068507) in 
view of Elgin (3082713), and further in view of either Keebler (4027710) or Powers (6807992). 
Nagel teaches a bag with a flap24 which is fixed in the middle seam on top of the bag body. 
The flap can be swung over either side as shown in Fig. 4. With respect to the pockets on the 
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flap. It would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to provide pockets at the 
various places in the flaps and one the body on both side secured by zippers to enable one to 
store various contents. 



skill in the art to provide the zipper in place of the closure flaps 25 as taught by Keebler to 
provide an alternative for closing the side pockets. 

With respect to the colors scheme, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in 
the art to provide various colors on the sides and on the flaps as taught by Keebler (col. 2, In. 46- 
67) or Powers. It would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to provide various 
colors in Nagel as taught by either Keebler or Powers to provide the desired design for the bag.
